OPIUM SMUGGLING. 


A Steamship Company’s 
Position. 


Arising from the recent con- 
viction of tho Sai Hing Steamship 
Company on a charge of 
allowing their str. Chung Hing 
to bo used for the smuggling 
cf opium, Mr..M.K. Lo, on behalf 
of. the Company, this morning 
applied for a rehearing of the caso 
on the ground that the respon- 
sibility for the preaence of the 
drug did cnot rest with. the 
steamship company ' whore 
precautions in the matter of main- 
taining a strict watch for likely 
altsmpts on. the part of 
the crew or passengers had 
hitherto been ' irraproachable. 
The. skipper of the Chung 
Hing,.in evidence, said that 
tho vessel plied regularly between 
Wuchow, Samshui, and other 
intermediate ports and Hong- 
kong, and that it was a mat- 
ter of routine that searches 
were made without interrup- 
ion at ail these ports. So 
strict were the sescrhes carried 
out by the ship's officers also, said 
the witness, that it was impossible 
for the presence of 4 match-box 
to go undetected. On that par- 
ticular occasion the ship was 
carrying acargo of several hund- 
red pigs and many heads of 
cattle, which were confined in 
the between decks. The opium, he

The prosecution alleges that on 
February 2nd, 1907, the accused 
mortgaged his share of. inland lot 
No. 1469, representing No. 227, 
Queen’s Road Central, which was 
bequeathed to him and his 


.| brother, Pan Ho, by his father, to 


complainant for $4,000, the mort- 
gage deed being executed in Mr. 
F. X. d’Almada’s office in the 
presence of Mr. d’Almada. After 
paying two months’ interest to 
complainant, Chan Pui-chi, the 
accused went to America and was 
only arrested in April this year. 
Mr. F. C. Jenkin, instructed by 
Mr. G. R. Haywood, appeared for 
the prosecution, and Mr. C. G. 
Alabaster, instructed by Mr. Mac- 
namar, for the defence. : 
Mr. F. X. d’Almada, attending 
on.sub-peona, deposed that he had 
no personal recojlection of the 
alleged forged mortgage -decd 
without referring to his . diary. 
His diary contained the following 
on February Ist, 1907: “Instruc- 


‘tions from Chan Pui-chi to pre- 


pare -a mortgage of Pan .Ho’s 
moiety of inland Jot No. 1469. 
Search inland office. Drawn moart- 
gage." It was usual for a pro- 
posed mortgage to give such in- 
structions, It was also usual for 


, proposed mortgagee to interview 


his: interpreters in connection 
with the mortgage before ap- 
proaching witness. Witness went 
to the land office. to ascertain if 
thore were any encumbrances on 
the property and the title of the 
mortgagers. The following were 
recorded in his diary on February 
2nd, 1907: “Attending Chan Pui- 
chi on calling, he informed me he 
knew Pan Ho very well, and he 
was owner of part of inland lot 
No. 1469 and requested me to put 
through the mortgage. Attending 
Pan Ho on calling and attesting 
execution of the mortgage.” The 
part of the entry about Pan Ho, 
said Mr, d’Almada, was to ascer- 
tain his identity. 

Mr. Jenkin: Is that the usual 
method of satisfying yourself as 
to. the jdentity of the proposed 
mortgager? 

' Mr, d’Almada: It is one of the 
methods. Sometimes the solicitor 
ascertains it himself. 

Continuing, Mr. d’Almada said 
someone purporting to be Pgn Ho 
He could 
not say whether it was defendant, 
his brother or someone else. If 
the proposed mortgager and his 
share of the property which he 
desired to mortgage were not 
known to him he always insisted 
on the production of the property 
deeds before executing the mort- 
‘gage, the main object being to pre-. 
vent the perpetration of fraud. 
He believed he had _ followed 
this practice in. the execution of 
the subject matter of the pre- 
sent charge, but did not remember 
whether the deed was produced or 
not. 5 

Mr, Jenkin: Looking at the 
diary is one in which this prac- 
tice was adopted. 

Mr. d’Almada: Yes, 

Mr. Jenkin: How long have you 
practised in Hongkong ?—Since 
1897, 

Throwing your mind hack over 
that period can. you recollect a 
case of putting through a “blind” 
mortgage (a mortgage executed 
without the production of the 
property deed) ?7—I can’t tell you 
off-hand. I am sure to have done 
it if I refer to my diary. 

Jn putting through a “blind” 
mortgage, you always demand 
indemnity from the mortagee?— 
Yes, 

In this case you must have ask- 
4d for the deed?—Yes. 

Answering further questions, 
Mr. d’Almada said $4,000 was paid 


by. complainant to the mortgagee 
in connection with the alleged 
deed in his presence. é 

Answering Mr. Alabaster, Mr. 
d’Almada said he knew Chan Pui- 
chi sometimes spoke to him per- 
sonally in connection with other 
dealings in English and Chinese. 
He could not have-mistaken com- 
plainant when he said he knew 
Pan Ho very well. 

Mr. Lindsell (the Magistract) 
remarked that Mr. d’Almada’s 
evidence was extraordinary and 
defeated the prosecution’s case. 
Mr. d’Almada said Chan Pui-chi 
told him he knew Pan Ho very 
well, whereas complainant denied 
knowing (Pan Ho before the 
alleged falge mortgage deed was 
executed. 

Mr. Jenkin: Does your Worship 
feel that Mr. d’Almada’s evidence 
undermines the prosecution in- 
stead of strengthening it? 

His Worship: I certainly do at 
pregent, 

Mr. Jenkin said he held an 
opposite view. : 

Chan Kwok-ming, a translator 
of the Supreme Court, was then 
called to the witness-box. ": 

Witness was asked. by Mr. Jen- 
kin to compare the. signature of 
Pan -Ho.on the alleged forged 
mortgage deed with the genuine 
signature of defendant on a power 
of attorney which he sent from 
America to his brother Pan Ho, 
authorising him to sell the pro- 
perty. 

Mr, Chan said the two characters 


Pan could have possibly been} 


written by the same person. When 
asked to give a more definite 
opinion’ by the Court, Chan said 
the two characters had been 
written by the same person, this 
fact being evidenced in the style 
and shape of the two characters. 
Defendant's brother's signature 
was different. from the two signa- 
tures, which he had been asked 
to compare. 

Defendant in the witness-box 
denied that he went to Mr. F, X. 
d’Almada’s office on February 2nd, 
1907. He had known complainant 
for twenty years and used to call 
him Unele Yiu, Yiu being com- 
plainant’s “milk” (infant) name. 
He went to America in 1907. 

Examined by Mr. Jenkin, de- 
‘fendant said he had not seen the 
alleged false mortgage deed be- 
fore, nor had he heard of . his 
brother’s action at the Supreme 
Court which resulted in the com- 
plainant’s mortgage deed being 
impounded. The deed of No. 227 
Queen’s Road Central had been in 
his brother’s. custody since he 
mortgaged his share to him. On 
February 2nd. 1907 he received 
$3,000 from complainant as a 
loan, for whieh he furnished com- 
plainant a promissory note which 
also covered a previous loan of 
$240. His share of No, 227 
Queen’s Road Centra! was the only 
share he had of any property in 
Hongkong. Fifteen months after 
the property, was bequeathed to 
him ‘he had to mortgage his share 
to his brother to get money to 
start a shipping company. When 
he returned from America he 
offered to pay complainant $2,000, 
but complainant demanded $6,000. 
His business in America suffered 
greatly during the war. Defen- 
dant produced a letter alleged to 
‘have written to him by complain- 
ant with reference to the loan of 
$3,240. This document was found 
in his wife’s. clothing box since 
his return from America, 

At the conclusion of the.evidence 
Mr. Alabaster said the prosecu- 
tion had hopelessly failed to prove 
the charge. , The complainant 
denied he had seen either defen- 
dant cr-his brother prior to at- 
tending at Mr, d’Almada’s office 
in connection with the mortgage 
deed, but in cross examination ad- 
mitted he was a sleeping partner 
of the firm of which defendant 
and his brother had been man- 
agers. Although a sleeping part- 
ner would not know the staff of

Employment of Ex-Soldiers, 
when the secretary intimated 
that a telegram had beon'received 
atating that Sir Eiward would bp 
unable to take part in - the 
proceedings. 

For some time Sir Edward 
Parrott had been feeling the 


jeffects of a recent attack of 


influenza He wae able to attend 
business, however, and was 
present at a conference of the 
Nationa Union of Teachers at 
Bridlington. Then he Jad a 
heart seizure: while: at business, 
and had to be conveyed home. 
Sir Edward Parrott was the], 
son of Mr. FE. B. Parrott, a 
at Wavertree 
Liverpool, and was educated at 
St. Paul’s College, Cheltenham, 
and Trinity College, Dublin, of 
which he was an M.A. and also 
L.U.D, i 
inthe sphoro of education Sir 
Edvard rendered distinguished 
servico to the commmnity. Pe 
entered the publishing house of 
Thomes Nelson & Sons 25 years 
ago as school book editor, and 
for many years was at the head 
of the educational department. 
He was the author of w number 
of published. works, and edited 
the “Harmsworth Encyclope- 
dia,” the “New Age EneyClopw- 
dia,” “High Roads of History 
ofthe War.” as a lecturer on 
educational. and other subjects 
he was much in demand, and 
during the past winter be ful- 
filed a number of engagements. 


H1I3 POLITICAL CAREER. 

On the political platform Sir 
Edward was well known, and he 
worked untiringly on behalf of 
Liberalisin. His’ organ sing 
ability, his racy public. speeches, 
and his firay grasp of econo nis 
subjects made ]im a valuable 
asset to his party. 

He represente] the South 
Divisioa of Edinburgh fro n 1917, 
when he succeeded Mr. Charles 
Lyell, but was. defeatid at the 
last Genoral Election, when he 
contested the West Division. 

He succeeded Mr.. Charies 
Price, M.P., as chairman of the 
South Edinburgh Liberal Assocta- 
tion in 1904, an office which he 
held until 1917, and was also 
chairman of the Edinburgh 
United Liheral Committee from 
1908 to 1917. 


HIS WORK FOR THE SERBIAN 
BOYS. , 

During the- war he was con- 
vener in Scotland of the Serbian 
Relief Committee, and devoted a 
zood eal of time to the work of 
Inoking after ibe interests of the 
Serbian boys in Edinburgh. In

this work he was ably assisted by 
Lady Parrott. Twenty-six of 
these boys were pupils at Georzé 
Heriot'’s School for about three 
$ears, and not only in their educa 
ion hut in providing the means 
for the up-keep of. those young 
refugees Sir Edward took ao most 
active part, 

He went about. the country 
lecturing on the war. siving 
especially an  account- of the 
privations endured by the Sertian 
Army in its march through Al- 
bania. The proceeds of thes» 
lec:urés were devoted to the up- 
keep of ‘the Serbian boys, in]. 
George Heriot's. : 

Most of the hoys returned to 
their own country after the 
Armistice, but three or four of 
them, it is in’eresting to note, are 
at present stud nis in Edinburgh 
University. . 

Sir Edward was. a_ keen 
traveller, and in addition. to 
visiting India on behalf of his 
firm, he spent the m jority of his 
holidays abroad.

CANTON CANARDS. » 


We have lived through another week of wild rumours 
regarding dhe intentions of this Government towards the 
Canton Government, aud: one cannot help thinking that it 
is high time such mischievous talk was puta stop to. The 
visit of His Excellency the Governor to Peking has been 

ada the basis of incredulous assertions and the press of 
Canton, headed dnd guided by the Cautou Times, has given 
emphasised publicity to statements that call into question 
the honesty of the Hongkong Government. [thas been 
alleged that there is a serious proposal for the giving up 
of. Wei-hai-Wei in favour of the acquisition of Whampoa, 
that British gunboats have been ordered to assist the 
Kwangsi troops at Wuchow, that the Governor's visit: to 
Peking was in furtherance of a coal concession scheme 
the present Canton Government, has refused to approve. 
and that all these things have incensed the population of 
Canton. : 
~The truth of the matter is just this :—That those in 
power at Canton were annoyed that the Government of 
Hongkong should have prohibited pre-Sun Yat-sen demons- 
trations here on the occasion of his recent inauguration 
and should have adjured tlongkong merchants to think 
twice before financially supporting the self-styled President. 
The sequel to that annoyance has been a campaign of 
yumour-mongering aiming at the creation of an embarras- 
ing antipathy on the part of Canton people towards this 
Colony: The Cayton Pines recently insinuated that the 
press of this Colony has heen given official instruc 
tions to cry-down the Canton movement, but it should 
be pointed out that whilst British journalists here 
have been: left. absulutely free to comment just as they 
please, the Gunton Limes is the official mouthpiece of Sun 
Yat-sen and is obviously. being directed in its present 
absurd mission of creating bad feeling. It is a pity that 
our Chinese friends in Canton cannot see the dangers of 
the campaign they are’ running. We believe that the 
majority of Cantonese care little indeed for these things, 
but there is such a close inter-dependence existing hetween 
the two cities that: for the press of either one or the other 
to engage in the propagation. of ill-fecling is a course of 
action that will rebound to the detriment of both. We 
believe that those who are giving these rumours circulation 
know perfectly well that the rumours are groundless— 
everyone of them. Surely, they must know that it is out- 
side the province of the Government of Hongkong to inter- 
ferein any matter outside British jurisdiction and that 
the doubts they are seeking to instil mto otherwise peace- 
able natives are doubts that have no origin in fact. 

The mystery that has been woven around the visit: to 
Peking of Sir Reginald Stubbs is unfortunate, because we 
know that that visit. had no connection whatever with any 

’ of the matters that have been made the subject of these 
rumours, And we capnot help thinking that the Hong- 
kong Government would surrender none of. its dignity if it 
gave an official denial to the canards that have been in- 
vented. Silence in face of all these rumours is apt to lead 
ta wrong cunclusions—apt to encourage worst construct- 

ions. Uncorrected, those rumours might well grow into 
belief and there have been signs in Canton already that some 
people believe that we of Hongkong are plotting against 
them. ‘Those signs.were exhibited in a commercial direct- 
jou. Low much better would it be if Hongkong set those 
rumours at rest ? . ;

The French Capital. 


Not only many schoolboys but 
many school teachers must have 
erred in geography since Septem- 
ber 3, 1914, when, as a result of 
yon Kluck’s threat to Paris, 
France passed a law over-night 
duly recorded in the Journ 
Oficiel, making Bordeaux the 
capitul. As the German at- 
tack on P ris was foiled, the 
yovernment had no occasion to 
remove to the éouthern city, 
although the German onrush 
in March 1918 again -rought 
up the idea, which was again 
obviated by the repulse of the 
ehemy. The mistake of mentors 
and pupils is pirdonable, seeing 
that the French author.ties did 
not Know, or did not realise, the 
position. It appears that the 
edict has never been revoked—or 
had not-been a few weeks ago— 
So that Bordeaux, not Paris, has 
been the capital of : France 
(doubtless the state of affairs has 
now been rectified). As aresult of 
the curious inadvertence many 
laws are stated to ba theoretically 
invalid. [bis is not a ground for 
much concern, as a formal enact- 
ment of a couple’ of lines. would 
suffice to cover any technical 
irregularity. Nevertheless, the 
situation is almost worthy. of the 
genius of France's great comic 
dramatist. It is not a rare thing 
in times of turmoil to find a 
country with two capitals, wit- 
ness Peking and Canton, In such 
acase nobody can help knowing 
rof the duality, because it is con- 
tinually forced upon the atten. 
tion; but having given the world

CANTON NEWS. |: 


‘The. West River. Sitgation. 


The majority.ofateam launches 
in Canton have been comman- 
deered by the Government for the 
conveyance of doldiers to the 
west. In consoquence of thi 
many other launches have not 
come. into Canton and now tho 
authorities at Kongmoon have 
been ordered to seize all the 
launches under the Chinese flag. 
More than ten large launches have 
thus been secured and have arrived 
in Canton under escort. Towing 
launches in all the: western dis- 
tricts have since made them- 
selves scarce and a good deal of 
the river traffic has been stopped. 

It is reported that the situation 
below .Wuchow is. very serious 
and severe fighting may develop 
at any moment, The big cargo 
junks plying between, Wuchow 
and Canton have been laid up “ 
since Tuesday.

Caine Road Affected. 

A block of houses in ‘Caine 
Road, Numbors 17 to 23, is badly 
affected by plague. A case oc- 
curred at No. 17 on the 19th inst., 
and cases at Nos, 21 and 23 on 
tho 17th finat,, all three of which 
proved fatal. Though no. rats 
have so tar been caught, there is 
reason to believe they are numer- 
ous. The.soccupiers complain that 
they havo been troubled with rats 
and the tenant of the first floor of . 
No. 23 has informed the Medical 
Officer of Health, Dr. W. W. 
Pearse, that he saw a dead rat on 
the’stairs of that house. Tue M. 
O. H. has ordered the removal 
of the ceilings from the houses in 
which the cases of plague have 
occurred, and at aspecial mecting 
of the Sanitary Board, to-day, 
made application for the Board 
to order that the whole block be 
dealt with under By-law 2 of the 
By-lawe governing the prevention 
of epidemic diseases, which in 
effect means the removal of all 
the ceilings and stair linings and 
similar parts of the houses which 
offer a harbour for rats.

Christianity and the Student. 


A session of the ninth annual 
meeting of the China Continua- 
tion Committee lately held at 
Shanghai was devoted mainly to 
consideration of tho relation ef 
the intellectual awakening in 
China to the Christian Ceurch. 
This subject was dealt with in 
four carefully prepared papers 
given by Dr. ‘I. T. Lew, Dean of 
the Theological Vepartinent of 
Peking University, Dr. P. FP. 
Price, Secretary of the Union 
Committoe of Nanking, Dr. R. Y. 
Lo, editor of the China Christian 
Advovate (Chinese) and Mr. J. Ly 
Childs, Y. M.C, A, Student Secret- 
ary in Peking, 

Dr, Lew gave a stirring inter- 
pretation, of China's intellectual 
awakening and its bearing upon 
Christian work as seen from the 
inside. This movement was sum- 
marized asa new attitude to life 
and one that inspires the race 
with a new hope and courage. lt 
ig a movement: primarily of 
‘learning. Ono of its outstanding 
results is the popularisation of 
the Baiwa or vernacular, which 
has been adopted by 150 per- 
iodicals as their medium of 
expression. Its chief interest is 
in the welfare and progress of 
men and in the application of 
science toeverthing, past, present 
and future, lt is an attempt 
test life in China. The move- 
ment, while under strong leader- 
ship, is as yet without organiza- 

' tion; it is intensely democratic, 
scientific, social 
Like -overything else religion is 
being criticized though most of 
the leaders recognize that it is 
essential. Christianity, like all 
other religions, is also being 
challenged and its foundations, 
passed under critical review. At 
the same time there is recognition 
of what Christianity: has done 
for China; it is dogma and not 
the results of Chrittianity that 
‘are being‘ attacked. Dr. Low 
presented the movement from 
the view puint of Weatern train- 
ed Chinese, from among whom 
mavy of ite leaders have come, 

Dr. Price treated the move- 
ment: from the view-point of the 
missionary, He felt that. the 
movement bore the marks of 
youth and was critical with the 
vasy criticism of youth. He 
felt also that tho loss of the 


and fearless. | 


distinetion between right and 
wrong ovident in some of tho, 
utterances of ils adheronte, and 
the presence of a license mistaken 
for liberty were scrious dangers 
that. needed to be guarded 
against. 

Mr. J. L.Childs pointed vut that 
tho prestige of: this movement 
among the students is enormous. 
The Young China Association at 
first. required’ that “none of its 
members should espouse religion 
but, owing to pressure from its 
membership, it was now reconsi- 
dering this requirement. - While 
the literary productions of its 
writers were largely borrowed 
from the West the movement 
has taken modern ideas and 
adapted them to Chinese life. 

This renaissance was a more 
genuine revolution in the tife of 
China than that of 1900! It was a 
revolt against existing social 
conditions in ( hina and represent- 
eda basic split with China’s past. 
He gave the seven. following 
characteristics of the movement: 
(1) Dissatisfaction with socicty in 
Caina, (2) A break with China's

Many of the younger Liberals 
would accept an advanced pro- 
gramme simply because it was 
advanced, but it was certain that 
if the Liberal party were foolish 
enough to adopt nationalisation, 
either because it was an advanced 
or because they 
thought by. doing so they were 
stealing the clothes of the Labour 
party, they would be taking a 
very unwire tactical action, and 
would be committing a sin 
against.the main purpose of the 
Liberal party, which was to 
maintain individual freedom. 

If the Libera! party was ever 
in the position to put nationalisa- 
tion into force, and did so, they 
would make a colossal mistake. 

“A GIGANTIC FAILURE.” 

In Russia the first attempt at 
widespread nationalisation had 
been made as an essential part 
of the Communist creed. On the 
economic side the Communist 
was a world portent. It had not 
had one-tenth ‘part of the atten- 
tion it should have received in 
this country, nor one tenth of 
the attention it would receive in 
years to cone. 

He thought: the experience of 
Russia was-really thief cause of 
the distinct slump in.“ Nation- 
alisation stock,” and the falling 
away from.the view that it was 
a feasible policy. : 

Communism had been a 
gigantic failure, and never since 
modern history began had the 
population, of a whole country 
been so reduced to starvation and 
misery as that of Russia had been 
during the last four years. 

The Russian experience had 
proved the correctness of those 
who criticised the practicability 
of nationalisation.. It had been 
shown in Russia that liberty had 
entirely vanished, that discipline, 
efficiency, and productivity had 
been reduced very much, the 
bureaucracy’ was absolutely 
rampant; and as to saving, not 
only had it disappeared but that, 
in spite of the State having. con- 
fiscated all the means of produc- 
tion, all those industries were 
making: gigantic losses to-day, 
except, of course, agriculture. 
The Russian experiment was a 
convincing proof of the dangers 
of nationalisation,

General.

CENSORSHIP AND U.S. 
CABLES. 


Serious American Charges 
Refu' 


Correspondence which has 
taken place between the British 
and American Goverments 
respecting al’eged deley by the 
British authorities of telegrams 
to and from the- United States 
has been published by the Home 
Goverumant. 


Sir A. Geddes opena the .cor- 
tespodence with a letter to the 
United States Secretary of States, 
in whicb he said tbat there was 
an impression that the attitude 
of the United States Government 
with regard to the allocation of 
the German cales was to some 
extentinfluenced by allegations 
“that commercial catiegrams 
had bean intercopted by British 
authorities and purposely delayed 
or improper use made of the 
information which they contain.” 
Bir A.. Geddes stated that there 
was no. foundation for these 
“ charges,” and asked that, if 
possible, they. should be substant- 
iated by detailed information. 

AMERICAN “SENTIMENTS.” 

The Am-rican Government 
replied, giving a list of telegrams, 
some of which had taken eleven 
days in transmission from Berlin 
to America. The letter also stated 
that the charges mentioned by 
Sir A, Gedtfes had undoubtedly 
been made by American business 
men, who “considered it impor- 
tant to have cable facilities, 
operated by Americans free.from 
foreien’ censorship:” But it was 
added that the United States 
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ENEMY AGENTS. 
‘ Lord Curzon, in reply, com- 
plained that the United States 
had not furnished the information 
requested—the dates of the delay- 
ed telegrams and the names of the 
correspondents. He denied that 
the censorship or the British Go- 
vernment was in any way respon- 
sible. for the delay, which was 
partly due to the congested state 
of the cables, all of which were 
leased to, or owned - by.. the 
(American) Western Union and. 
Commercial . Cablo Companies.

AN AMAZING SPRINTER. 


The New 100-Yard and 
Furlong Record-Holder. 


A record which has stood for 
a quarter of a century, and which 
was never expected to be broken 
by the present generation of 
‘athletes was shattered recently 
when Charley Puddock, the 20 
year old track sensation of the 
University of California,.ran the 
220-yard dash in 20 4-5 seconds, 
| clipping -two fifths of a second 
from the tormer recor ', 

Paddock's feat is all the more 


remarkable in that a few minutes| q 


before entering the race he tied 
the world’s record for the 100-yard 
dash, making the century in 9-5 
seconds, - 

Five watches, hold by official 
timers, agreed exactly in each 
instance. The former 220 record 
was held jointly by N. J. Wofers 
who made 2-1/5 in 1896, R. C. 
Craig, D. I. Lippincott, and W. 
’ Applegarth. : 

Thers ix some question as to 
whether. or not the record -wi'l be 
officially recorded by the A. A. Lome 
as there may have been a slight 
wind at the runner's back 
Officials of the meet, however, 


claim the rice wae run in an 
absolute calm. 


In one of thé accompanying 
illustrations the .“‘human dy- 
hamo” js seon finishing a still 
more remarkable - hundred,. in 
which he set up another record by 
clocking “nine-throe,” against 
Morris Kirksey, captain of Stan- 
ford University team. The picture 
shows the tremendous energy 
with which this phenomenon 
finished the sprint. Paddock ia 
lilerally flying through the air, 
the spurt of dust ten feet in the 
rearshowing tho last point where 
he touched the ground before hitt- 
ing the tapo. It was a tremen- 
ous race, the champion’s rival 
being only ‘a ‘slight fraction be- 
hind. * 

Tho rivalry between Paddock 
and Kirksey hate been the topic 
of the season. Eleven times have 
the two lined up for the 100. 
Eleven times Paddock has won 
by inches. In Belgium, at Bar- 
vard, at Pasadena, tho result hag 
been the same, Paadock just a 
flash in tho lead. 


The faster Paddock Tuns, the 
faster Kirkscy travels, but never 
is ho able to equal Paddock’y final 
burst of speed. Wore it not that 
he is competing against the won- 
der man of the age, Kirksoy 
would undoubtedly be considered 
the fastest in the country. Only

Now, if Einstein has actually 
provedthese things by mathemati- 
cal computation, he may not have 
done much for humanity in the 
way of immediate advance, but he 
bas come closer than any toward 
ending the age-long controversy 
between those who have held that 
ail is matter and those who have 
claimed there is nothing but 
omnipotence of mind. 


Einstein ia a little bald in front, 
but with a bristly pompadour, and 
black, piercing eyes, His 
moustache points turn downward, 
crescent shape. He is 42, ind is the 
the youngest man ever elected to 
Borlin Apadene of Science. The 
son of an electrical manufactur- 
er, Einstein was a prodigy at 
mathematics while a boy; at 26 
ho had divined the theory of 
relativity. He has held many 
professorships of high distinction. 


He has worked out not a few. 
difficult scientific problema and 
theories, which ho is able to sot 
down in a few hundred words 
each, though others have written 
hundreds of pamphlets. and yol- 
umes about them. 

Einstein, who is now on a visit 
to America in aid of the Zionist 
movement, speaks 17 langunges 
and is devoted to the violin.

pleasure to welcome, in the name 
of his government, , Mesars. 
Abbott and Davis as representa- 
tives of great America., In re- 
plying to the speech of welcome 
Messrs, Abbott and Davis said 
that the American Govornment 
had sent them for the purpose of 
xotting acquainted with the real - 
situation in the Far Eastern Re- 
public directly, and net relying 
on second hand information. 


THF RESOURCES OF MANCHURIA, 
Although Manchuria isa land 
of limitless possibiliies for 
agricultural and mineral exploita- 
tion, its resources: have ‘been 
developed in a for higher degree 
than: those of the other outer: 
territories of China. This is due 
to its geographical position, 
which gives it a peculiar political 
significance as a buffer territory 
betweon Russiaand Japan. But 
when it has been conceded that 
Manchuria has been tapped on a 
larger scale than the otrer outer © 
territories the last word has not’ 
been said regarding the com- 
mercial enterprise that might 
be brought to bear throughout 
the Three Eastern Provinces. 
The field is as extensive as it is 
rich: all the natural advantages 
for successful exploition are ‘at 
hand: but the great drawback is 
the scarcity of Jabour. The‘ 
population is approximately 
8,500,000, inhabiting an area of 
363,000 square iniles, giving a 
density of 23 per square “mile, 
which is absolutely inadequate to
